A CANADIAN PEER, 


Baron Aylmor’s Accession Was a 
Romantic One. M 


The fact is sometimes overlooked 
that Britain has a_ real ‘Colonial 
Peerage,” the history of which has 
many romantic points of interest. 
The term ‘the Colonial Peerage’ 
would naturally seem to suggest those 
sturdy statesmen and empire-builders, 
Lords Strathcona and Mount-Stephen. 
Yet, curiously enough, they 
scarcely come under that nomencla- 
tur:, as they were both born in Bri- 
tain, and have apparently every de- 
termination to die-in it. 

' By the ‘Colonial Peerage," then, is 


meant those noble families whose per- ' 


manent home is beyond the confines 
of the British Isles, and who are by 
birth, instinct, and predilection ‘pion. 
eers of the truest colonial type. The 
consideration of this small Colonial 
Peerage naturally prompts one to en- 
quire how it came about that noble 
British houses should become so far 
expatriated from the land of their 
origin as to have a permanent domi- 
cile at the ends of the “mpire. Ad- 
versity will naturally suggest itself 
as the prime reason. It was misfor- 
tune that accounts for the Canadian 
domicile of the Aylmers; the Indian 
domicile of the Garduers; and the 
New Zealand residence of the Sea- 
fields. 

So acute did the crisis in the affairs 
of the Ayimers become that the sixth 
lord allowed his title to lapse. He 
was, too, unmarried, and as the fam- 
ily had then long been lost to the Old 
Country, and had become forgotten, 
the House of Lords was in no mood to 
admit the claim of one Sir Udolphus 
‘Aylmer, as ‘Baron Aylmer’ when he 
sent over his claim to that dignity. 
He was, of course, a born Canadian, 
and unknown in London. 

Two years passed before the Lords 
would admit him to their ranks. He 
imported the Huguenot French-Cana- 
dian strain into the family by his 
marriage with a Miss Journeaux. He 
was a real ‘pioneer,’ an ardent agri- 
culturists, and commanded the Sth 
Canadian Infantry Militia for nearly 
forty years. 

He was cighty-cight at his death, 
and the present Lord Aylmer has fol- 
lowed in his footsteps in military ac- 
tivity. If: is now something over 70,' 
and his wife is a daughter of a dis- 
tinguished colonial statesman. Other 
members of the Aylmer family prom- 
ise ere lony to loom large in Canadian 
affairs. 


How “Valmond"” Was Writter:. 

There are Canadians who rather 
pride themselves on never reading 
novels by Canadian authors and who 
adopt the traditional attitude regard- 
ing any good in their own land, There 
are, at least, two Canadian writers of 
fiction who are well worth reading, 
and one of them is Sir Gilbert Parker. 
“When Valmond Came to Pontiac” 
is as good as the ‘‘Prisoner of Zen- 
da.” Jn the introduction of the book 
Sir Gilbert tells how it was written. 

“The manuscript of the book was 
complete withia four weeks. It pos- 
sessed me. I wrote night and day. 
There were times when I went to bed 
and, unable to sleep, 1 would get up 
at two o'clock or three o'clock in the 
morning and write till breakfast time. 
A couple of hours’ walk after break- 
fast, and I would write again until 
nearly two o'clock. Then luncheon; 
afterward a couple of hours in the 
open air, and I would again write till 
‘eight o'clock in the evening. The 
world was shut out. I moved in a 
dream.” 

He goes on to describe the progress 
of the book until it nears its end. “TI 
could not shake the thing off, the last 
pages demanded to be written. The 
sermon which the old Cure was 
preaching on Valmond’s death was 
running in my head. I could not 
continue my walk. Then and there I 
stepped into the Windsor Hotel, 


which I was passing, and asked if 


there was a stenographer at liberty. 
There was. In the stenographer’s of- 
fice of the Windsor Hotel, with the 
life of a  caravanserai buzzing 
around me, I dictated the last few 
pages of ‘When Valmond Came to 
Pontiac.’ It was practically my only 
experience of dictation of fiction. I 
had never been able to do it, and 


‘have not been able to do it since, and 


I am glad that it is so, for 1 should 
have a fear of being led into mere 
rhetoric.”

To pick up diamonds on the ground 
as you crawl on your hands and 
knees is the newest way of acquiring 
great wealth in South Africa. It is 
in Damaraland where recent valuable 
finds are reported to have taken 
Pace: At one spot, it is told, 20 ne; 

borers, working under two white 
overseers, picked up 60,000 carats of 
diamonds, valued at more than §3,- 
000,000, in three days, and at a poins 
about 10 miles from Luderitzbycht, 
two white men gathered 8,000 carats, 
worth over $300,000, in a single after- 
noon. Diamonds have frequ 
been found in the streets of Luderits- 
bucht. 

The great mass of the diamonds of 
Damaraland are found in the narrow 
valleys between the moving sand 
dunes, on a granite surface with its 
carpet of three or four inches of sane. 
In these flat places negro laborers ip 
bands of from 10 to 50, with an over- 
seer to every 10 or 12 men, crawl 
| slowly on their knees over the sand 
in search of the gems, each one carry- 
ing a bottle in which he drops them 
as they are found. Fifty laborers 
will thus scan about an acre a oar 
One feature of diamond-hunting in 
Damaraland that seems almost un. 
canny lies in the circumstances that 
the same thoroughly searched area 
may be gone over again a few monthe 
Heep. with an almost equally 
successful result as on the first in- 
' spection, proving that these gems are 

shifting.

Weed Penalty 


Macleod, May 11.—Mr. Justice 
Walsh handed down his decision in| 
the Craresholin cise of Fiitton vs, 
Strange, and ut constitutes one of the 
most important judgments ever given 
in Alberta in view of its far reaching 
efiects. 

The case was tried at the ass'ze 
court last week, Flitton bringing 
action against his neighbor Strange 
for damages for allowing wild mustard 
to grow unrestrained on his farm, 
thus causing it to spread, infl cting 
heavy damage on the plaintiff. Both 
parties are farmers in the Claresho m 
district. 

Heretofore the blame for all this 
kind of damage has heen placed on 
the weed inspectors, but the plaintiff! 
found that the law placed the obliga 
tion on the farmer to suppress the 


fur damages. The tria\ of the action 
proved of great interest and the plain- 
tiff succeeded in showing tiiat he had 
sustained much damage from the 
weeds. 

The defence sought to disprove re- 
sponsibility. A 'arge number of cita- 
tions were made by counsel and judg- 
ment was reserved for a few days. 
Friday the decision reached the clerk 
of the court and it found in favor of 
the plaintiff for the actual damage 
proved, $632 and costs. 

His lordship declares in the decision 
that the plaintiff had the duty imposed 
upon him by the laws of Alberta to 
destroy the weeds on his premises and 
he neglected to do so, not only bring- 
ing loss to himself, but damage to his 
neighbor.
